OEPT. AND WORK WILL START IN TWO WEEKS 


Bitter Opposition of Zanesville Futile As En- 


tire Eastern and Northern Sections of State 
Realize the Tremendous Importance of Pro- 
ject—400 Boosters Pack Auditorium at 
Frazeysburg and Splendid Program Is 
Rendered by High School Pupils—Com- 
mittees Named and Popular Subscriptions 
Will Aid State in Pushing Construction 


Coming as a fitting climax to eight months of hard, 


persistent work on the part of citizens of a half dozen 
cities and villages in behalf of what is known as the 
canal or towpath road connecting Ceshocton and the east 
with Trinway, Frazeysburg and Newark, a rousing mass 
meeting which packed the High School auditorium was 
held yesterday afternoon at Frazeysburg and the cheer- 
ing announcement was made by engineers from the State 
Highway Department that work would begin within two 
weeks to build a bridge over the wasteway into the canal 
near Trinway. 


With the exception of committees from Newark and 


Coshocton and the Highway Department representatives, 
the meeting was composed almost entirely of taxpayers 
from the northern part of Muskingum-co, who are entire- 
ly out of sympathy with the policy that ha* long ani- 
mated the business interests of Zanesville and the Mus- 
kingum-co politicians controlled by them. 
From the 


start the movement to construct an improved highway 
over the old canal towpath has met selfish and relentless 
opposition from certain Muskingum-co interests. 
These 


interests have sacrificed the welfare not only of Coshoc- 
ton and Licking counties, but of their own people in the 
northern tier of Muskingum-co townships.
